It is now estimated that it 
will cost $100,000 to stamp out the dis- 
ease in Butler, but men expert in the 
treatment of fever say that with the 
present force in Butler it will never lie 
stamped out.

Glass Workers' association, on .\Ved- 
nfesday signed a contract with Mr. 
Cole, agreeing to instruct anybody Mr. 
Cole misht send there in the work of 
blowing, gathering, flattening and cut- 
ting window slass, and that he would 
not stand for the management of a 


non-union factory, and so resigned. 


He said he would not be a party to 


breaking up the glass workers' organ- 
isation by taking in and "instructing 
in the glass business anybody who 
made application for work.

CONVULSIONS IN INFANTS. 


VThon the cause is obscure~a -medical 


man should be called in. If this is im- 
practicable the parent must aim at 
keeping the child as free from disturb- 
ing conditions as possible. Its clothing 
should be soft and loose. Laces, flan- 
nels, furs and other articles tnat occa- 
sion "tickling" and so promote irrita- 
bility of temper ought never to come 
against the skin. If the child is rest- 
less folded towels soaked in ice cold 
water may with advantage be applied 
to the head. The treatment is more es- 
pecially useful when the child is fe- 
verish. 
Eiery precaution should be 


taken against the little one being over- 
heated m its bed. Many attacks result 
from the ineffectual efforts of the child 
to free itself from what is partial suf- 
focation. It is taken to its parents' bed, 
ana when they are asleep it slowly 
slips downward beneath an unendur- 
able weight of bedclothing and with a 
full grown adult on each side.

of any age.
